Dosim, March 10.—A draft of 2 
constitution was submitted to-day to 
a meeting of the Anti-Parnellites in 
this city.

deep, rendering field work impossible. 

In these countries the mail service 
is completely stopped and farmers 
suffer immense losses from cattle and 
sheep. Another instance of a snow- 
blocked train was upon a road familiar 
to Americans who cross the Channel 
to and from the continent. The pas- 
seoger train which left Charing Cross 
railroad station at midnight for Folke- 
stone was caught in a huge snow drift 
outside of Folkestone. The passen- 
gera were not rescued until 8 o’clock 
this morning, when many of them 
were seriously ill, owing to being al- 
most frozen. 

Lonpon, March 10.—The passen- 
gers had neither food nor light from 
the time they were imprisoned in the 
snow-bonnd cars on the London, Chat- 
ham aod Dover railroad. Trains were 
delayed for hours. Maidstone, Sher- 
ness and Sittingbourne were cut off 
from communication with the sur- 
rounding country. In addition to the 
damage done by the storm itself, the 
Thames commenced to rise in a dan- 
gerously rapid manner and already 
inundates the low lying districts bor- 
dering the river from Richmond down.

The Asylum. 


We desire to call legislative at- 
tention to the delapidated condi- 
tion of the Insane Asylum, and 
would suggest,in the interest of 
economy, that they take steps to 
ascertain how much it will cost to 
putitin good repair, and appro- 
priate the necessary funds for 
doing it, as it is uot only a disgrace 
to the State, but it i: absolutely 
unsafe to the well being of the pa- 
tients and attendanis. The water 
gutters have leaked eo badly that 
the walls are saturated with water 
on the four sides of the building. 
It has soaked through the walls so 
that the plastering can be scraped 
off with the bare hands. The 
building is damp, and cheerless. 
The water closets in the lavatories 
aré without water aud bave to be 
rinsed out with uckets after the 
patients have been put to bed. 
The sewerage could not be worse. 
The Superintendent’s dwelling and 
the main building should be con- 
nected with a new sewer system, 
and that at once or diptheria or 
typhoid fever are likely to depop- 
ulate the Asylum. In visiting the 
place yesterday a GAZETTE 
porter was not reminded of peach: s 
and cream, for the stench that 
arises from the lavatories is simpis 


horrible, and unless the plumbing | 


in the building is overhauled from 
cellar to garreit, when warm 
weather comes it will most surely 
be a pestalence-breeding - institu- 
tion. The water closet in the base- 
ment of the east wing should be 
removed at once for the sake of 
the poor mortals confined in the 
Asylom. The floors are worn 
through in many places and will 
require a new one almost through- 
ont the entire building. The walls 
are dingy and require new plaster 
in many places and whitening in 
every ward and corridor in the in- 
stitution. The building needs re- 
painting badly, and unless the 
walls are pointed up they will fall 
to the ground before another year 
goes by; in mauy instances the 
brick are loose now. The place is 
damp, cheerless and very un- 

healthy, and if the Legilature does 
not take the trouble to investigate | 
most thoroughly and make an ap- 
propriation sufficient to put the 
building in shape, they will be 
committing a crime.

The Value of Platinum. 


The market value of. platinum is at 
present nearly equal to that. of gold, 
their respective prices being £4 and 
Eighteen months ago, says the 
Electrician, platinum was to be had for 
about 30 shillings an ounce, and six 
months ago the price was under £38. 
Apart from the question of a possible 
‘‘“corner” and the ever-increasing de- 
mand for platinum for electrical pur- 
poses, this 166 per cent. rise in price 
within eighteen months may be at- 
tributed in a large measure to the in- 
creased cost of production at the mines 
in the Ural mountains, whence we draw 
our chief supply of the metal.

The Latest Fad im the Way of a’ 
Syn-Painted Portrait. 

It Originated with the Police, But It Was 
Too Artistic to: Be Limited to a 
Rogues’ Gallery—Precaution 
About Fading Letters. 

—— 

‘‘Very few people. know the origin of 
the latest wrinkle in photegraphy,” re- 
marked a leading photographer the 


double photograph, of course. There is 
nothing really new about it, for there 
are many years back of it, but it seems 
to be a popular fad just now.” 

‘‘What is the ‘double photograph?’ Is it 
a photograph of two persons, or a com- 
posite affair?” 

“It is neither. It is a single photo- 
graph showing two views of the same 


Difficult? 
Oh, no; not atall. It is a very simple 
matter. The person to be photographed 
is placed beside a mirror, and the camera 
records the image in the glass as well as 
the counterfeit presentment of the sit- 
ter. In this way two views are ob- 
tained. If the sitter is so placed as to 
secure a profile picture, the image in 


versa. It is a pretty scheme, and seems 
likely to becomé as popular as it is 
pretty. 

‘‘But, as I remarked, few people, I be- 
lieve, know where the double photo- 
graph originated. Itis a French idea, 
atl comes to us from the rogues’ gallery 
cf the Department of Police of Paris. It 
is not always an easy matter to identify 


In the first place all pictures are more 
or less unnatural, the sitter often is 
‘made up’ for the occasion, and his pho- 
tograph does not show him as he ap- 
pears in real life. Then, too, a profile 
picture gives only a very misty notion 


real life, and vice versa. This point-of- 
view difference is greater than would 
be imagined by those who have not in- 
vestigated the subject. I have fre- 
quently shown two photographs of the 
same sitter, giving a profile and a front 
and those who have looked at 


‘*The Paris police were first to simpli- 


the introduction of the ‘double photo- 
graph.’ But, from’an artistic stand- 
point, their method is too valuable to 
be limited to the rogues’ gallery, and it 
has already obtained a firm foothold 
throughout Europe, and has:made its 
appearance here. With a good mirror 
the reflection makes a fine, clear-cut 
photograph, and its advantages are ob- 
vious. With a front view how can 
beauty show her. coiffure? Or her 
arched eyebrows and daintily-curled 
bangs in a profile view? 

“Any other new things? Well, yes; 
there is always something new -crop- 
ping out in our line of business, but it 
is rarely any thing in which the public 
is interested. The fact-is, a great many 
things which you newspaper men say
